This Amendment and Response is submitted along with a Request for Continued 
Prosecution application. In response to the Office Action mailed 29 July 2003, Applicants 
canceling claims 1-28 and have presented new claims 29-64. 



The 35 U.S.C. 6103 Rejections 

Claims 1-7, 9-16, 19-25, and 28 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Andriash (U.S. Patent No. 5,939,1 68) in view of Ross (U.S. Patent No. 
5,830,529), Detiker (U.S. Patent No. 3,694,945), or Whitehead et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,079,844). 

Claims 8, 17-1 8, and 26-27 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Andriash as modified above, and further in view of Logan et al. (U.S. Patent 5,954,423). 

Applicants maintain that cancelled claims 1-28 were patentable over the cited references, 
Applicants have canceled claims 1-28 and present herewith new claims 29-64. Applicants do, 
however, reserve the right to traverse the rejections of claims 1-28 and any assertions made in 
support of those rejections. 

New Claims 29-64 

New claims 29-64 define additional patentable subject matter in the area of the present 
invention. For example, independent claims 29 and 41 recite perforated film constructions that 
include an adhesive containing a reflective pigment on one surface of the constructions. 
Independent claim 47 recites a sign face including a perforated film construction of the present 
invention and independent claim 56 recites a backlit sign including a perforated film construction 
of the present invention. No new matter is presented with these claims. 

Entry and consideration of new claims 29-64 are respectfully requested.
